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Search Of Atlantic Near 
“Tragedy Scene” Reveals 
No Trace Of Steamer 


NEW YORK, ‘UW — Evidence ac- 
cumulated today that someone 
somewhere in the southeast Atlant- 
ic, southern Europe, or the Azores 
Islands had played a grim joke on 
an uneasy world. 

The joke, if it was a joke, was this 
radio message sent from a place and 


by a person unknown yesterday 
morning: 
“SOS ...SOS ... torpedoed by 


unknown submarine. Holed below 
water line. Sinking. 32.10 north 27.45 
west. 8 a. m. PECC.” 

The message was heard by only 
one ship—the United States freight 
ship, Tulsa, en route from Ham- 
burg, Germany, to Savannah, Ga., 
which was then some 100 miles 
south and to the west of the Azores. 
The position given in the message 
is some 300 miles south of the 
Azores. 


At dusk last night, the Canadian 
Pacific liner Empress of Australia 
arrived there and found no trace 
of a ship, no wreckage, no oil slick. 
the weather was good, visibility was 
excellent. It searched the entire 
area, then turned the search over: 
to the Greek freighter, Mount Pe- 
lion, Which also had responded to 
the message relayed by the Tulsa. 

In Europe and the United States, 
marine authorities and experts tired 
frantically to identify the, sending 
point, then presumed to be a ship 
in distress, from the call letters 
PECC. It was found that these let- 
ters had been assigned to a tiny 
Dutch fishing trawler, Flandria--- 
too small to have been that far from 
its home port—Amsterdam. They

“That, inasmuch as a survey of 
the Placerville Grammar Schoo] has 
shown that there is a need for 
health work there, that committees 
be appointed to take care of each 
phase of that work, namely, dental, 
eyes, and tonsils, and also a com- 
mittee to begin investigations which 
will tend to draw in the entire 
county On a program such as this. 

“That the sum of $250 be turned 
over to this committee at once to 
carry out the necessary work need- 
ed on this program at this time. 

“That no matter how large this 
program may grow, that it continue 
to be a Lions Club project.” 


150-FOOT BULKHEAD ENDS

ICE HOUSE ROAD 


Of particular interest to sports- 
men and vacationists is the im- 
provement work recently completed 
by the Forest Service on the Ice- 
house Road, just off the junction 
where it intersects U. S. Route 50.

The installation of this 
retaining bulkhead, over 150 feet 
in length, will make the Icehouse 
road accessible at all times except 
during the season of heavy snows.

Separate State Department 
Asked In Two Proposals 
By Senator Powers

(NOTE: In the following article, 
Assemblyman Thurman continues 
nis discussion of proposed mining 
legislation which was begun last 
week). 

Senate Bill No. 786 introduced by 
Senator Powers, is of special inter- 
est to the mining industry inas- 
it amends the Political 
Code and recreates a Department of 
Mines which existed prior to 1927 
when the department was incor- 
porated into the Department of Na- 
tural Resources as is the present 
Division of Mines. 


The bill would place the new de- 
partment under the non-salaried 
State Mining Board, composed of 
five mining men, which is at pres- 
ent advisory board. It would cre- 
ate a Director of Mines, appointed 
by the governor on recommendation 
of the State Mining Board, at a 
salary of $6,000 a year. the same 
salary as is now paid the present 
Chief of Division of Mines. . 

It places the supervision of the 
new department under the State 
Mining Board with the Director of 
Mines a member of the Governor’s 
Council. The new proposal would 
lift mining up out of the status of 
a division and would give it full 
power as an independent depart- 
ment and complete recognition as 
department of the state govern- 
ment. 

It creates no additional expense 
and retains all present civil service 
employees now in the Division of 
Mines. 

Senate Bill No. 785, also introduc- 
ed by Senator Powers, amends the

4 MINE BILLS 
REVIEWED 


(Continued trom page one) 
new public Resources Code and re- 
creates a Department of Mines. It 
has the same provisions as S. B. 
786. This bill was introduced in an- 
ticipation of adoption of new Pub- 
lic Resources Code. 

Senate Bill 699, introduced by 
Senator Bigger, proposes to add a 
section to the Public Resources 
Code providing that all materials 
dredged by gold dredgers must be 
replaced to its original depth with 
top soil replaced. It would compel 
“landscaping” of all dredged prop- 
erty. The bill imposes a penalty of 
a $500 fine or six months in jail 
as a misdemeanor. 

Senate Bill No. 857, introduced by 
Senator Carter, would repeal Sec- 
tion 661 of the Civil Code. This scc- 
tion of the present code reads as 
follows: 

“Sluice boxes, flumes, hose, pipes 
railway tracks, cars, blacksmith 
shops, mills and all other machin- 
ery and tools used in working ‘or 


| developing a mine, are to be deem- 


ed affixed to the mine.” 

Senator Carter explains that the 
law has worked a hardship on les- 
sees Who failed to provide in their 
leases for removal of tools and 
equipment placed on leased claims 
by them. Repeal of Section 601 
would permit the removal of loose 
tools, machinery and equipment not 
permanenily affixed to the soil, 
Whether or not such removal was 
provided in the lease. 

Charles L. Gilmore and W. H. 
Metson, mining attorneys, according 
to the Mining and Industrial News, 
feel the law should not be chang+d 
as it has been in force Since 1872. 
They feel that its repeal would lead 


; to additional lawsuits and that the 


lessee can be rotected by drawing 


a proper lease, 


Supervisor Charles Green was a 
visitor on Thursday from Diamond 
Springs.
